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Reminiscences of Springfield Man* 


Who Walked from Somerset to Nelsonville 
Sixty-Eight Tears Ago, When a Lad of Ten 


Ben "LeFevre, former congressman 


from Ohio, used to say that walking 
w»§ a health-giver and an excellent 
pastime. For instance, he walked 48 
Miles one day while sight-seeing in 
Switzerland. He did not say whether 
it was a 10-hour day, or one of twen- 
ty-four; or whether it was up hill 
or down hill, or on the level. 
It 
makes a difference. Three miles an 
hour is about the right gait for a 
pleasurable pastime, while four miles 
Is almost a dog trot, and after twen- 
ty or thirty miles the gait becomes 
monotonous rather than pleasant. It 
te no longer a pastime or a health- 
giver. 


Through an accident, 68 yean ago, 
the writer, then a boy of 10, had oc- 
casion one day to foot it from Som- 
erset to Nelsonville, in Athens coun- 
ty, a distance of 30 miles. Let him 
tell the story: 


It was a beautiful day in June. . 


had been over the road twice before 
with my father, and he thought I 
was capable of piloting a prospective 
customer for a tract of land lying on 
Snow Pork, not far from Nelsonvllle, 
The customer was Jonas Gray, an 
old-Ume, respected resident of Som- 
erset, a tailor by trade. 


The Trip Begun. 


Jonas and I were to start early, 


with a horse and buggy. 
Joshua 


Hood, an old-time Somerset boy (late 
of Baltimore, Md.), was to follow 
soon after with a two-horse wagon 
loaded with large'boxes of dry goods 
to be sold to countcy stores or bar- 
tered for horses suitable for the 
eastern markets. Mr father, having 
a large acquaintance in 
Southern 


Perry and being a warm friend 
of 


Joshua, engaged bis 
services and 


team and he himself went along to 
do the actual trading. Jonas and I 
got an early start, with a pleasant 
all-day ride in prospect. While de- 
scending a small, sharp hill just out- 
side of Somerset our horse shied and 
began to kick and soon broke one ol 
the buggy shafts, which caused UE 
much concern and produced a sud- 
den halt. 
This unfortunate occur- 


rence happed within a stone's throw 
almost of the Sheridan cottage that 
the courageous Phil Sheridan 
had 


erected for his respected 
parents 


While brooding over our mishap and 
wondering how to get back, we were 
pleased when a team came trotting 
down the opposite hill and the driv- 
ed slowed up to find out what had 
happened. 
He proved to be a Ger- 


man, and after an explanation, he 
made the remark, illustrated with a 
kick, "Dot boss, he make too much 
oop Pehints." He kindly consented to 
haul our broken rig back to town. 


Decided to Foot It. 


Jonas accompanied him, while 1 


went on afoot, expecting to be over- 
taken by my father and Joshua. In 
course of time I arrived at 
Bristol, 


Where I rested, sitting on a bench in 
front of the "Hotel Pike," munching 
a fip's-worth of crackers and cheese. 
Soon- the nail carrier canie along1 on 
horseback, and in conversation be- 


scene began to present itself. On 
the left 
appeared a steep wooded 
hillside, with a gentle, clear stream, 
shaded by overhanging branches. At 
the right was a broad expanse, dotted 
here and there with bunches of pur- 
ple ironweed and the promising gol- 
den rod, and many hawthorns loaded 
with ping and white blossoms, which 
filled the air with a delightful odor. 
After a continued walk of a 
few 
miles I was able to see through open- 
ings in the tree tops an object that 
I had been expecting to see, not hav- 
ing forgotten it from a former trip 
with my father. It was a thing that 
could easily be pictured In a boy's 
mind an an extensive ruin or 
the 


wreck of an old- fortress — such as 
the German war lord purposes to 
make of Verdun when he .and 
bis 
valiant son, both born with divine 


think of it. With the dense bushes 
and trees surrounding their cot.with 
the high wooded bill behind, 
and 
night coming on, I thought it about 
the gloomiest spot that I had seen 
lately. I was homesick and anxious 
to get to my journey's end, where 
I would meet friends and relatives. 
They lived only five miles further 
oh. 
I thanked my generous enter- 
tainers and again went trudging, 
over those everlasting hills, arriving 
at Nelsonville after the sun had set. 
My pride was all gone and my shoes 
were hanging over my shoulders. My 
heels were blistered and a limp was 
added to my usual gatt. It Is need- 
less to say that I was heartily wel- 
comed by my uncle, James Sheppard, 
Aunt Margaret, cousins Tommy and 
Ellen, and my own brothers, Tom 
and John, who were assisting Uncle 
James in getting his new foundry in 
operation. 


We spent the evening in talking of 
Somerset and the possible outcome 
of the Hood and Simpson scheme of 
trading dry goods for horse flesh. 
The next morning, to my great pleas- 
right through the grace of God, get ure, cousin Tommy and I went forth 
done with it. 


A Grand Ruin. 
Upon,«rriving at the ruin it prov- 


ed to be what was left of an 
old 
salt factory that had been built there 
87 years before. In its construction 
much stone had been Used and two 
large dressed-stone chimneys were 
eft standing while the balance went 
nto decay. A more recent salt fac- 
tory was financed and built by the 
McCunes of Newark, but for lack of 
sufficient salt water, after a vain ef- 
fort to increase the flow, they gave 
t ,up. 
The scarcity of the 
water 


was evidently the 
cause of both 


with pin hooks to fish in the deep 
waters of the Hocking canal. By 
noon we succeeded in catching 
a 


beautiful lot of sunfish that furnish- 
ed good dinners for two days. I had 
never seen pin hooka used before, but 
1 will say that in the absence of the 
regular fish hook, a bent pin answers 
very well for catching sunfish.

I made up my mind to push ahead, 


come what might. 
I had relatives 
living in Nelsonville whom 
I was 


anxious to meet—an uncle, aunt and 
cousins. 
The mail man was ready 


to leave for Straitsville, so for com- 
pany I trotted along by his side. He 
was an old man with an old horse 
and I thought it would be easy to 
keep up with him. The speed I was 
compelled to make, and a new pair 
of shoes, played hob with my feet 
I was fast becoming lame and un- 
happy because of the heat and vio- 
lent exercise. At times I would take 
off my shoes and trot along with 
them under my1 arm, going barefoot- 
ed. The mail man urged me to wade 
along in a smaH.clear stream that 
ran beside the road. I did so and 
found it-pleasant and refreshing for 
a time, but I had to give it up on 
account of the crookedness of 
the 
stream. 
I was losing ground. The 


mail man finally bade me "goodbye 
and luck go with ye." I saw him 
whip up "with a tear in my eye like 
the widow's pig," and he was soon 
out of sight. 
Deserted, in sorrow, 
I sat down on a grassy bank, dang- 
ling my sore feet in the cool water, 
and had a good cry. It was a hard 
job that I had undertaken and there 
was nothing left to do but finish it. 


A Beautifu Valley.

buggy, to pass what seemed to me a 
most beautiful valley that

This salt spring was a former deer

Salt Lick. 
At the time of my visit 


there was a small stream of salt wa- 
ter which in volume would about fill 
the spout of a good-sized coffee pot 
It bubbled up and emptied into a 
branch of Monday Creek a few yards 
away. 


I again resumed my tiresome jour- 


ney. After a mile or so I could once 
more have been seen with my shoes 
under my arms, not for the purpose 
of saving them, but because of the 
discomfort of wearing them.

passing 'Squire Hazleton's 
I arrived 


at the foot of a long hill with Old 
Straitsville at its top—there was no 
New Straitsville then, nor a Shawnee, 
nor a McCunesville,

Resting at a Cool Spring. " , 


I refreshed and rested myself at 


a cool spring by the roadside before 
beginning my ascent of the hill, and 
I rested often while mounting it. I 
passed through the town wearing my 
new shoes, proudly without a limp, 
just to show off. And the 
one 


thing that has stuck in my memory 
was a lone sign post that solemnly 
pointed the way to McConnelsville. 


Once while in company with 
my 


father in Straitsville, he told me 
that near bv was possibly the lar- 
gest single coal deposit in the world. 
He said that no one knew how great 
it was and that at that time (1846) 
the earth had not been cleared away 
sufficiently for a thorough investi- 
gation. Since then, in an old atlas 
in my possession, printed in 1875, 
reference was made to it as "The 
Great Vein." 


An Adventure. 


My father also told me of an ad- 


venture has passed through 
after 


leaving Straitsville for Nelsonville on 
one of his trips. It was late in the 
day and as darkness set in a severe 
;hunder storm arose. There had been 
hard rains previously and

reek was banked full at the time. 


The road was narrow and ran along 
the base of a steep hill, with 
the 
reek on the outside.

night 


was pitch dark and was made even 
darker by the forst trees. The water 
covered the road in places and for< 
safety he thought it best to dismount 
and lead his horse. Frequent flashes 
of lightning helped him along and 
mabled him to make progress after 


L fashion. 
He at last saw a gleam 


of light some distance ahead 
and 


heard the bark of a faithful dog, 
which was most welcome to him, 
and the line, " 'Tis sweet to hear th- 
watch dog's honest bark," had a new 
significance. 
The 
light and 
the 


dog's bark issued from the home of 
an old couple, former friends of my 
father, the Junipers. 


Royally Entertained. 


After awhile, when I had passed 


through Straitsville, I arrived at the' 
home of these friends of my father, 
the Junipers. Their cottage was at 
the foot of another big hill. It was 
surrounded by many trees and bush- 
es and the doorway was equipped 
with strings made ready for 
the 
clambering morning glories. 
Mr. 


Juniper was a good representative of 
the aged pioneer—a backwoodsman 
sure enough. He was thin, sallow, 
unshorn, and wore easily trimmed 
"galways." He wore the butternut 
clothing so common in Southern Per- 
ry at that time. The couple bore 
marks of hard work and their con- 
tentment was evident. She was thin 
and plainly dressed, and barefooted. 
My father's .name brought me imme- 
diate attention 
from these good 
friends. 
The story 
of 
my long 


tramp with sore feet stirred their 
sympathies. 
Mm. Juniper brought 


me a basin of cool water in which 
to bathe them. She also gave me a 
tin cup of sweet, cool milk and a big 
slice of her excellent bread covered 
with apple butter a full half Inch 
thick. All of this greatly refreshed 
me, for I was hungry, not having 
eaten anything since leaving-Bristol. 
They invited me In—we had been 
Bitting outside during our talk—and 
they insisted that I must stay all 
night so that! would fc* fresh to fin- 
ish my trip Jo _th« norninc.

warding of agricultural cooperation 
by furnishing 
communities 
and 


farmers' bodies with expert services 
in forming, conducting and auditing 
cooperative societies. 
Its work will 


cover cooperative5marketing of farm 
products,) |)urch&s6 of farm supplies, 
and cooperative credit. 


Already^ the N. A. .O S. has a 


corps of experts whose services are 
available in aid of 
Rochedale co- 


operation, 
and non-profit 
making 


corporations. 
A cooperative refer- 


ence and research department will 
collect and gather facts qf import- 
ance; a legal department will adjust 
problems of organization 
to 
state 


and federal laws; instructors, lec- 
tures and organizers will go out to 
communities to extend the 
move- 


ment.

announcement of the com- 


mittee declares that the N. A. O. S. 
comes into being not to take the 
plac> of any exisiting bona fide farm- 
ers' body, but to strengthen, affili- 
ate and federate them into a strong 
defensive alliance.

ers who comprise its membership.
